To fpecity in the tenders the precife day on which the fhip thall be 
yelidy te receive the -priforers, which. is to he fitted with plattorme. for 
the accommodation of the prifoners, as is done in tenders for imprefled 
mrn. 
Each veffel to be well and fufficiently manned, in the proportion of 
eight men to one hundred tons. 

The hip to be firm, ftrong, tight, flaunch, and fubitantial, and pro- 
vided with mafts, fails, and all other furniture fit for a voyage to Ca- 
fais; and to have proper gratings to her hatches, and a good’ boat, a 
Jong boat, and a fufficient number of cables.

A pofitive account has been received in Holland from the 
Eaft Indies, that the Chinefe and other inhabitants, natives of 
the ifland of Java, to the number of 50 or 60,000, having 
formed themfelves into a body, came down to Batavia, and en- 
\tirely defttroyed all the plantations of coffee, rice, &c. that be- 
longed to the Dutch ; that they are almoft {tarved, as none of 
the natives will fupply them with provifions, or even deal with 
them, on account of fome' recent acts of cruelty to the Chinefe 
and other inhabitants of the ifland. 

The Alfred and Jupiter Ealt Indiamen, now under repair 
for fea at Rotherhithe, are taken up by the Directors to go to 
(ndia with the Autumn fleet. 

The keels of two new Indiamen, to be called the Royal 
George and Mountftuart, have been lately laid down in Dud- 
man’s yard, Rotherhithe, which are ordered to be finifhed as 
falt as poffible. 

The fleet fitting out now in the Texel, is only for the pur- 
pofe of convoying the oatward-bound Dutch Weft India fleet. 
A. defenfive war feems to be the only object of the republic at 
prefent. 

There are only nine fhips fitted out this year in the River 
for the Greenland trade; the reft of the thips which ufed to 
be employed are taken up for the tranfport fervice. 

The Earl of Hertford Eaft-Indiaman, Captain Clark, and 
the .Northumberland, Captain Rees, have completed their 
lading at Gravefend, and will foon fail for the Downs. 

It is the with of thoufands, that the Eaft India Committee 
would thoroughly inveftigate the rice bufinefs, as that horrid 
tranfaGiion was one of the principal caufes of raifing the enmity 
‘of the world, the effects of which are now. beginning to ope- 
rate, to the great detriment of the empire. 

Letters in town from Paris, Nantz, Dunkirk, and Calais, 
mention, as matter of faét, that Admiral Hood ‘has taken 10 
fail of tranfports frem Havannah to Martinique, with a Spa- 
nifh 56 gun fhip, and two French frigates’; but Miniltry have 
received no advice of it. The capture is faid to have been 
made on the 3d of March, off the rock of St Pierre. ‘ 

._ A letter from a gentleman in the faite of the Imperial Mi- 
nifter at Paris fays, “ The Emperor is moft certainly iacrea- 
fing his army, foot and horfe, to nearly the fame complement 
as it was in the laft war; yet every letter we receive mentions 
his augaft with to re-eftablifh peace to all the belligerent 
powers, and {peaks of Great Britain as an envied and much- 
injured nation.” 

Letters from Peterfburgh fay, ‘* There are now building in 
every dock in Ruflia men of war upon the fame con(truétion as 
the Englith are, the Emprefs having .procured plans from the 
firft rate men of war down ‘to the fimalleft loop, by a perfon 
who refided in England fome years under pretence of learning 
the art of fhipbuilding, and has enticed away with him fome ex- 
perienced thipwrights. The fame letters fay, that they will have 
in a few years a very confiderable navy.” 

Acrevolt from rebel jurifdiction feems to have begun to take 
place in all parts of America Our laft letters from New York 
inform us, that the two counties of Morris and Suffex in New 
Jerfey have abfolutely refafed to comply with the requifitions 
of the Congrefs, and will neither furnifh men nor pay fines and 
taxes any lunger.

«The condué which the Court of Portugal continues to 
obferve, by no means indicates that it has entered into the fen- 
timents of the neutral cunfederacy, to which it has been invi- 
ted; and it has lately authorifed, particularly with regard to 
the flag of the United Provinces, a proceeding not very friend- 
ly. On the 8th of this month, the Court ordered, without 
any previous notice, the feizure of the Dutch frigate le Dieren, 
Capt John Henry Coerman, which was at anchor in the ‘Ta- 
gus, with the Amfterdam, a man of war of the fume nation, 
commanded by Rear-Admiral Count de Byland, ‘The pretext 
fur this feizure was, that two Portuguefe fulors were detained 
on board the frigate, contrary to her Majefty’s orders relative 
to national feamen who fhouid be employed on board foreigu 
thips of war. As the two iailors had been enlilted at Madei- 
ray and before the frigate came into the Tagus, Capt Coerman 
imagined, that they were not included in the prohibition. 
However, in immediate compliance with her Majefty’s_in- 
tentions, and by the advice of M. Smiffaert, Minifter of the 
Republic, and the order of Rear-Admiral Byland, he fent the 
two failors on fhore ; but this fubmiffion has not operated to the 
releafe of the frigate; and, norwithftanding the reprefentations 
which have been made by M. Smiffaert to M. Ayres de Sa et 
Mello, the Secretary of State, the feizure is continued, and no 
anfwer hitherto given to the memorials of the Dutch Minifter. 
We cannot fay what is the motive for fuch uatriendly treat- 
ment, and fo little conformable to the connexions fubfifting be- 
tween the two nations.”

Extra? of a letter from Madras, OGober 26, 1780. 

«© The Sartine man of war, Captain Mackay, arrived in the 
road yefterday, bringing the following melancholy account from 
Vizagapatam, to which place he was {ent to bring down four 
northern grenadicr companies of Seapoys. About 129 of the 
grénadiers had embarked on board the Sartine ; the remaining 
part of the four companies, were to embark as after dinner. The 
officers, and moitt of the civil gentlemen dined at the Chief's 
(Mr Caffamajor’s). They broke up very early,fand went upon 
the parade, where the four companies were drawn up ready to 
march down to the beach, when iuddenly the grenadiers fired 
upon them, three gentlemen were fhot dead, and feveral were 
wounded, The grenadiers then marched up to the Chief’s houfe 
and made him prifoner. 

“© They immediately ordered the Chief to write to Captain 
Mackay of the Sartine, that the Seapoys already on board be 
returned to them, otherwife they would put every European to 
death in the fort. Captain Mackay inftantly returned them on 
fhore.—Their next ftep was to feize the Company’s treafure, 
and likewife the Chief’s. They were near thirty hours before 
they quitted the fort. They plundered every houfe that had the 
value of a pagoda in it. They are marched,among the hills. It 
is fuppofed they have carried off altogether, near a lack of ru- 
pees.””

Thomar Ord, of the borongh of Berwick upon Tweed, ma- 
riner, and malter of the fishing fmack ot veffel called the 
Taveed, and Thomas Gibfon of Berwick aforefaid, mariner, and 
ma(ter of the fifhing {mack or vefleh called the Sa/mon, came 
béfore me Fenwick Stow of Berwick, aforefaid,, Efq; and one 
of his Majefty’s Juttices of Peace in and,for the faid borough, 
and feverally made oath and fay, That, ‘being upon their voy- 
age from London to Berwick aforefaid, they, thefe deponents, 
on Sunday the 6th day of May inftant, at about four o’clock 
in the afternoon, being then in company, and about two miles 
from Bowmar, upon the Northumberland coalt, they faw a 
large hip or veffel then off Dunttanborough, and at about two 
leagues diftant from the fhore, and then in chace of two brigs, 
working up to the northward: That about eight of the clock 
in the {ame evening, thefe deponents, {lill being in company, 
came up with the faid two brigs near Beadnell, and fpoke with 
one of them, who informed thefe deponents, that they were 
four veflels in company, and that two of them were captured 
by the faid veflel which had purfued them: That, at about fix 
of the clock the fame evening, thefe deponents faw the faid 
veflel tack about, and ftand off to fea, the wind then being N. 
E. Avnd thefe deponents feverally upon their oath fay, that 
they verily believe the faid veffel was a privateer, was a large 
veflel, and appeared to be a veffel of 40 gans, or thereabouts.

of his Majefty’s Advocate for the erime.of theft of cattle; but 
he having enlifted in one of his: Majetty’s regiments of foot, and 
fome favourable circumitances attending his dafe, the Advocate- 
depute deferted the diet againft him fmpliciter. The Court 
then proceeded to the trial of Gruer M‘Gruer,: late in Drim- 
chardiny, prefent prifoner in the tolbooth of Invernefs, accufed 
at the inftance of his Majefty’s Advocate for “theep-{tealing ; 
but he having alfo petitioned for banifhment, the fame was con- 
fented to by the Advocate-depute ; and he was accordingly 
banifhed Scotland for life, from and after the 4th day of July 
next.—Criminal letters, at the initance of his Majeity’s Ad- 
vocate, againft Alexander M*Phaill, commonly defigned of 
Invererney, fon of the deceafed Robert M‘Phaill of Invererney, 
accufed of falfehood and fabrication of writings, by erafing, or 
otherwife taking away a true writing, and fubfti.uting a falfe 
one in the room thereof, and prefixing fach falfe writing to a 
genuine fubfcription, were then galled; but he having failed to 
compear, was declared an out-law and fugitive from his Ma- 
jefty’s laws. —The Court adjourned till this morning at nine 
o’clock, when criminal letters, at the inflance of his Majefty’s 
Advocate, againit George Johnfton, James Bruce, John Herd, 
and John Nicol, all failors at Portfoy, ‘or late failors there, and 
Alexander Simfon farmer at Brackaneatum, near Sandend, 
accufed of the crime of threatning, attacking, and deforcing 
othcers of the revenue, were called; but the faid George 
Johnfton, James Bruce, John Herd, and John Nicol failing to 
compear, they were alfo out-lawed ; and, in refpet fome of 
the material witneffes could not attend, the diet againft Alex- 
ander Simpfon was deferted pro loco et tempore.’ ‘The Court 
then proceeded to the trial of John Davidfon merchant in 
Forres, aifo accufed at the inftance of his Majefty’s Advocate 
of the crime of affaulting and deforcing an officer of the revenue ; 
the Jury were inclofed at one o’elock, and returned their ver- 
dict at fix, all in one voice finding the libel proven ; but, in re- 
{pect of the behaviour of the pannel in the detention of the 
officer, and in confidcration of his numerous family and cir- 
cumftances, recommending him to the clemency of thé Judge.
